ANKS  deal  in  credit.  Credit  is  based  on 
confidence.”  The  foregoing  few  words, 
spoken  by  James  S.  Alexander,  President 
of  the  National  Bank  of  Commerce  in  New  York, 
state  the  work-a-day  philosophy  of  banking. 

To  have  confidence  in  an  institution  you  must 
be  impressed  with  its  solidity,  sturdiness,  and 
stability.  The  architecture  of  a  banking  house 
must  express  dignity,  strength,  and  permanency. 
This  fact  prompts  bankers  to  build  with  marble 
quarried  from  the  eternal  hills  and  to  furnish 
their  buildings  with  everlasting  bronze  and  steel. 

Bronze  and  steel  symbol  the  high  purpose  and 
character  of  a  banking  institution.  There  is 


nothing  transient,  frivolous,  or  false  in  fine  bronze 
or  steel.  These  metals  in  combination  express 
sincerity  and  purpose. 

For  a  third  of  a  century  the  Art  Metal  Con¬ 
struction  Company  has  assisted  bankers,  public 
officials,  and  architects  in  the  arrangement  and 
decoration  of  banks  and  buildings  of  the  common¬ 
wealth.  Practically  every  city  in  America  does 
its  banking  in  one  or  more  institutions  for  which 
the  steel  equipment  and  bronze  grills  and  door¬ 
ways  were  produced  by  the  Art  Metal  Construction 
Company.  One  bank  in  every  four  has  Art  Metal 
furnishings.  To  prepare  a  list  of  Art  Metal  in¬ 
stallations  would  be  to  compile  a  nearly  complete 
directory  of  America’s  representative  banks. 
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Two  of  many  types  of  Art  Metal  check 
desks  are  illustrated  on  this  page.  One 
in  Circassian  walnut,  which  matches  in 
design  and  construction  the  settees  placed 
at  advantageous  points  in  the  lobby. 
The  bronze  calendar  rack,  lamp  standard 
and  receptacle  for  checks  form  a  pleas¬ 
ing  embellishment  as  well  as  a  utilitarian 
convenience. 


The  other  desk  in  graceful  design  is  built  entirely  or  cast  bronze, 
ornamented  in  low  relief.  The  side  of  the  desk  contains  openings 
for  checks,  deposit  slips,  notes,  and  other  bank  forms.  The  top 
is  covered  with  transparent  heavy  plate  glass. 


From  (^hiberti  to  oArt  3\detal 

The  progress  in  the  craft  of  metal  working 
may  be  best  illustrated  by  harking  back  a  few 
centuries  in  the  history  of  bronze.  Twenty-one 
years  were  devoted  to  the  making  of  the  bronze 
gates  of  the  Baptistery  in  Florence  by  Lorenzo 
Ghiberti.  The  doors  were  put  in  place  in  April, 
1424,  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  after  the 
commission  was  given  to  the  master  Ghiberti. 

In  a  few  short  months  the  Art  Metal  Con¬ 
struction  Company  has  furnished  complete  the 
bronze  and  steel  equipment  of  large  banks,  from 
the  massive  entrance  doors  to  the  safe  deposit 
grills,  and  the  technical  details  have  been  given 
a  finish  rivalling  that  of  Ghiberti’s  masterpiece. 

The  Art  Metal  Construction  Company  has 
combined  the  use  of  bronze  and  steel  in  bank 
buildings  in  so  practical  a  manner  as  to  standardize 
these  two  metals  for  interior  bank  architecture. 
The  combination  of  bronze  and  steel  is  unap¬ 
proachable  by  other  materials  from  a  standpoint 


of  practical  as  well  as  esthetic  requirements. 
From  the  highly  decorative  door  to  the  steel 
omnibus  every  item  of  importance  in  a  bank 
lends  itself  to  a  treatment  in  bronze  or  steel  with 
greater  facility  and  beauty  than  to  other  materials. 

Art  Metal  quality  is  not  entirely  due  to  a 
deliberate  attempt  to  outdistance  competition. 
A  deal  of  reverence  and  love  for  fine  cabinet 
work  in  steel  and  bronze  goes  into  its  making. 
It  has  been  an  Art  Metal  tradition  to  cast,  polish, 
and  hand-chase  bronze  work  as  carefully  as  though 
each  piece  were  to  repose  on  a  library  table  or 
to  occupy  an  honored  place  in  a  museum. 

Cellini  tells,  in  his  autobiography,  of  an  old 
bronze  founder  who  moaned  with  grief  when  the 
metal  refused  to  run.  Modern  science  has  elim¬ 
inated  the  sporting  chances  which  were  taken  by 
the  early  Italian  sculptors.  Cellini  related  that 
it  was  necessary  to  throw  the  entire  pewter  dining 
service  of  his  family  into  the  furnace  to  dissolve 
the  bronze.  To-day  thermometers,  gauges,  and 
laboratory  tests  determine  the  fusibility  of  metal. 
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In  this  illustration  a  regular  Art  Metal  stock  flat  top  desk  is  shown,  grained  in  Circassian  walnut  harmonizing  with  the 
general  decorative  scheme  of  the  bank. 


and  perfect  bronze  is  the  daily  experience  at 
Jamestown. 

The  uniform  quality  of  Art  Metal  bronze  and 
steel  is  now  recognized  the  world  over.  You 
will  find  it  in  the  London  Joint  City  and  Mid¬ 
land  Bank,  the  British  Naval  Mission  to  Greece, 
the  great  Nederlandsche  Bank  at  Amsterdam, 
and  other  institutions  of  international  fame. 

Architectural  individuality  may  be  retained  in 
Art  Metal  work,  for  be  it  remembered  that  Art 
Metal  bronze  and  steel  are  individually  prepared 
for  each  important  contract,  and  that  the  work 
is  finished  with  cutting  tools,  chisels,  files,  and 
gravers.  Often  the  natural  skin  of  the  metal 
solidified  in  contact  with  the  mold  is  preserved. 
Then  again  it  is  carved  and  chased,  beaten, 
wrought,  and  embossed. 

It  is  the  good  fortune  of  Art  Metal  to  visualize 
in  bronze  and  steel  the  designs  of  the  most  emi¬ 
nent  architects.  The  interior  of  an  Art  Metal 
bank  is  remembered  for  its  genuineness,  dignity, 
and  all-pervading  refinement.

through  an  oArt  AAetal  ^ank 

A  little  journey  through  an  Art  Metal  bank 
gives  one  the  sense  of  grandeur  and  good  taste 
that  metal,  rightly  used,  may  impart.  Here  at 
the  entrance  are  the  great  bronze  doors.  Though 
cast  but  a  year  or  two  ago,  they  have  the  mellow 
perfection  that  might  have  been  cherished  through 
the  ages. 

Harmonized  with  the  classic  Byzantine  pattern 
is  the  insignia  of  the  bank — the  monogram  or 
initials  that  have  come  by  repetition  to  designate 
the  institution  to  the  passers-by.  Then  welcoming 
you  through  the  foyer  into  the  open  exchange 
are  a  pair  of  gates,  fretwork  in  metal,  an  archi¬ 
tectural  inspiration. 

In  the  center  of  the  banking  floor  are  check 
desks  of  bronze  in  a  design  adapted  from  one 
of  the  major  furniture  periods.  There  is  a  point 
here  to  be  observed.  Often  the  exquisite  lines 
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The  mesh  work  in  the  cages  illustrated 
is  of  substantial  Art  Metal  construc¬ 
tion,  being  of  one  quarter  inch  square 
crimped  wire,  securely  tenoned  to  steel 
channel  framework. 


The  sliding,  gravity  doors  hang  on  McCabe  hangers  and  are  each  pro¬ 
vided  with  a  positive  catch  which  permits  the  door  to  be  opened  from 
the  inside  only.  Intercommunicating  hand  openings  and  pivot  tele¬ 
phone  standards  are  provided  for  the  convenience  of  the  tellers.  At  the 
rear  of  the  cages,  baskets,  subdivided  for  various  departments,  are  placed 
so  that  the  distribution  of  interdepartmental  work  may  be  handled 
without  interruption. 


of  a  design  by  the  brothers  Adam  or  Thomas 
Sheraton,  conceived  to  be  worked  in  precious 
woods,  will  assume  a  noble  aspect  in  bronze.  The 
check  desks  have  provisions  for  ink-fonts,  calen¬ 
dars,  and  lamps  of  regal  grace. 

To  the  right  is  the  officers’  reception  room 
with  desks  of  Art  Metal,  finished  and  toned  to 
simulate  with  faithfulness  the  grain  and  burl  of 
beautifully  figured  walnut.  The  texture  of  any 
wood  may  be  represented  in  an  Art  Metal  finish. 
In  the  directors’  room  is  a  massive  council  table, 
treated  after  the  manner  of  a  rare  wood. 

The  steel  receiving  tellers’  cages,  extending 
along  in  the  side  of  the  bank,  are  made  impressive 
by  a  facade  of  Art  Metal  bronze.  And  here,  perhaps. 
Art  Metal  reaches  its  zenith  of  structural  beauty. 
The  austere  proportions  of  a  Doric  design  are 
maintained  in  screen  and  pilasters  with  consistency 
and  effect.  The  discount  department  is  uniform 
with  the  receiving  tellers’  cages  in  dignified  grace. 

Your  passage  to  the  safe  deposit  department 
is  momentarily  halted  by  an  Art  Metal  gate. 


extending  from  the  floor  part  way  to  the  ceiling. 
Here  is  a  protective  measure  made  inoffensive 
by  an  almost  lace-like  treatment  of  bronze.  In 
its  beauty  you  forget  that  it  effectually  bars  the 
intruder.  Strength  is  given  a  mild  and  pleasant 
exterior — the  silken  glove  of  refinement  over  the 
iron  fist  of  protection. 

And  back  of  all  this  bronze  is  steel — the  Atlas 
of  metals  which  bears  the  world’s  burdens  on  its 
mighty  shoulders.  In  the  various  sections  of 
this  book  you  will  find  described  the  scores  of 
practical  items  for  the  cages,  work-rooms,  and 
safe  deposit  departments,  produced  in  steel  by 
Art  Metal,  to  make  banking  easier  and  more 
efficient.  Art  Metal  has  originated  more  such 
helpful  devices  than  one  could  list  here. 

Leading  to  the  directors’  room  is  the  Art  Metal 
staircase  winding  around  the  elevators — the  old- 
time  grace  conceding  a  place  to  the  swift,  upward 
transportation  of  a  busy  and  impatient  people. 
Arnold  Bennett  says  that  such  American  stair¬ 
cases  often  sustain  comparison  with  those  of  the 
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Paris  Opera.  And  the  elevators  are  enclosed 
with  grills  and  doors  of  Art  Metal  so  designed 
and  constructed  as  to  resist  the  unceasing  wear, 
with  an  indifference  to  the  flight  of  time.

Under  control,  fire  is  man’s  best  friend.  Running 
rampant,  fire  is  man’s  most  fearful  enemy.  In 
many  a  disastrous  experience  Art  Metal  has  proved 
its  worth  in  resisting  fire.  In  the  aftermath  of 
collapse,  flood,  and  general  havoc,  documents, 
securities,  and  precious  possessions  entrusted  to 
the  care  of  Art  Metal  are  preserved  intact.

Rather  than  serving  as  a  detailed  and  laborious 
catalog  of  Art  Metal  equipment,  which  by  the 
way  is  supplied  by  the  general  catalog  issued  by 
the  company,  this  book  is  an  exhibit  of  some  of 
the  typical  examples  of  banks  plenished  with  Art 
Metal.  We  also  consider  it  a  forecast  of  what 
may  be  done.  It  is  possible  that  your  particular 
bank  may  furnish  Art  Metal  with  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  its  greatest  accomplishment.  It  is  part 
of  the  Art  Metal  creed  to  believe  that  every  con¬ 
tract  is  a  passport  to  higher  achievement.  As 
you  turn  the  pages  of  this  book,  remember  that 
whatever  of  magnificence  and  worth  you  may 
see,  can  be  duplicated  or  surpassed  in  the  banking 
house  in  which  you  are  interested.

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Beneath  the  beautiful  domed  ceiling  of  the  Citizens  Union  National  Bank  and  Fidelity  &  Columbia  Trust  Company 
of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  are  fine  examples  of  Art  Metal  craftsmanship  in  bronze  and  steel.  Included  are  counter  screens, 
railings,  check  desks,  and  operating  equipment. 
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The  cathedral-like  lobby  of  The  Fidelity  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company  of  Kansas  City, 
Missouri,  contains  a  superb  example  of  Art  Metal  work.  The  transparent  screen  at  the  rear  of 
the  bank  gives  its  patrons  a  view  of  the  massive  construction  of  the  safe  deposit  vault.  The 
work  spaces  in  this  bank  are  divided  by  Art  Metal  partitions. 


The  majestic  lobby  of  the  State  National  Bank  at  Galveston,  Texas,  reveals  Art  Metal  fretwork  about  the  columns  and 
forming  the  facade  of  the  cages.
